Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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6. Claims 23-44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

7. The term "as short as possible" in claim 23 (and incorporated into claim 39) is a relative 
term which renders the claim indefinite. The term "as short as possible" is not defined by the 
claim, the specification does not provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one 
of ordinary skill in the art would not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. More 
specifically, the phrase "as short as possible" is not defined in the specification. One of ordinary 
skill in the art would not be appraised of how many optical flash pulses are required or how long 
each optical flash pulse should be. 

8. Claims 24-38 and 40-44 are rejected based upon their dependency to claims 23 and 39, 
respectively. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 23-44 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

10. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Regarding claim 23, the primary reason for indication of allowable subject matter is that 

the prior art fails to teach or reasonably suggest a holding phase between a first imaging cycle 
and a second imaging cycle which terminates at a start of the second imaging cycle and has a 
duration equal to several equal time intervals, wherein the photosensitive point is exposed to an 
optical flash at a start of each time interval and between successive optical flashes, the 
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photodiode is reverse biased, the junction region between the photodiode and the switching 
element having substantially a same potential at an end of each time interval. 

As for claim 39, the primary reason for indication of allowable subject matter is that the 
prior art fails to teach or reasonably suggest a device for carrying out the control process of claim
